and Mr. Bob mathews, we conment as follows. 

In the late spring of 1972, our son, ^^^^^^^H, at the tine, age 13, was a 
nenibej^^o^co^^froop 77, Andover , Massachusetts. At that time, Harold W. tyning 
Jr - ( K^ ^k^dsSSimv Mi Andover, Ma. 01810) was Scoutmaster, Rober t Mathews was the 
Assistant Scoutmaster, and Julian Newlaau (^^^^^^^^^^^^H, Richmond, Virginia 
23229) was the chairman of the - Scout ccmrtiittee. During the process of working for his 
photography Merit badge, was invited to the hone of Mr. Mathews under the pre- 

tense of his getting advice and assistance in earning this badge. It was at that 
location that was sexually abused by Robert mathews. Upon being informed by 

of his abuse by Bob Mathews, we contacted the canmittee chairman, JulianNewiand 
an^ijiformed him of the molestation. Together Mr. Newland and ^^^^^^^^^^^H 
^^^H went to Scoutmaster Harold Tyning to discuss the situation. Mr. Tyning persuaded 
us that it would be best that he handle the entire matter. The result was simply that 
Mr. Mathews left Troop 77 and moved away from Andover. To the best of our knowledge 
and recollection his leaving was presented as an employment relocation. 

It is important to state that Harold Tyning took it upon himself not to advise the

Matthews, Scoutmaster of Troop 77 of Andover, Massachusetts during 1968-1970 
should not be involved in Scouting. This troop met at the Methodist Church in 
Andover. 



fej^#^w ^ ;fr <*f«*M^^24 (Eagle Scout with a palm) was a member of the trooo. 
When he was 12 - 13 years old, "Bob" was the Scoutmaster and the troop was 
very active. There were lots of canp outs, hiking and white water canoeing 
trips. When the boys met at Bob's house in North Andover, there were Playboy 
magazines available. Bob would encourage sexual discussions during their 
planning meetings. He would encourage sharing of information, etc. about sex* 

He went on to report, that the Scouts would always wonder who was going to 
"tent with Bob" on the many trips. The group became polorized between 'those 
who had* and 'those who had not'. On these trips, Bob would like to get boys 

^^a tent and masturbate. He would encourage "unnatural sexual behavior". 

■US did tent with Bob, but did not do this. He doesn't know how many did or 
if anything more than that happened. 

|| believes that Bob is a possible pedophile or maybe a homosexual. He does 
not know where he is currently or if he is involved in Scouting. But if he 
is, he shouldn't be! 

|| hesitated to share his name and telephone numbers with me, but after a 
discussion of the validity of this whole story, did so. He has a co-worker 
who is very active in 3.S.A. and doesn't really want her to know of these 
circumstances. 

He would appreciate knowing the results of our inquiry when, and if, we learn 
anything. He has mulled this over for a long time, and now that he has 'told' 
would like to know the results. 

If we need more information and/or details, he is willing to share them
